M y L o r d , 


On the 4th inft. I had the honor to ad- 
jlrefs to your Loidfhip a hafly note, contain­ 
ing in a few words the fum of our fucceis, 
which I have now to report more in detail. 


Tiie fire of our batteries, which b^gan to 
batter in breach on the*30th April, had 011 
the evening of the 3d iuit. fo much deftroy * 
ed the walls againft which it was directed, 
that the arrangement was the 11 made for 
aiTaulting the place on the following day, 
when the brcach was reported pradticable. 


The troops intended to be employed were 
ftatioMed in the trenches early in the morn­ 
ing of the 4th, that no extraordinary move­ 
ment might lead the enemy to expert the 
aiTauIt, which 1 had determined to make in 
the heat of the day, as the time beft calcu­ 
lated to enfurc fucccfs, as tUe troops would 
then be leaft prepared to oppofe us* 


Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken 
from thofe regiments 
ueceiTanly left to 
guard our camps, and our out-poils, follow­ 
ed by the 12th, 33d, 73d and 74th regi­ 
ments, and three corps of grenadier feapoys, 
taken from,the troops of the three Prefiden- 
cies, with 200 of His Highnefs the Nixam ’s 
troops, formed the party for the aflault,aetom 
panied by i c o of the artillery, and the corps 
of pioneers, and fupported in the trenches 
by the battalion cornpunie* at' the regiment 
De Meuron, and four battalions of Madras 
feapoys. 
Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieut. 
Colonels Dunlop, Dalrymple, 
Gardner and 
Mignan, commanded the fevcral flank corps; 
and Major Gen: Baird was entrutted with 
the dirKCtion of this important fervice. 


A t one o’clock the troops moved iroin the 
trenches, croiFed the rocky bed of Cavcry 
under an extremely heavy fire, 
palled the 
glacis and flitch, and alcendfd the breaches 
in the fiiusst hrayc and rampuitof the fjrt, 
furrnounung 
vn the moil gallant manner 
y-very obllacle whicli the diiliculty of the 
pallage, and the reliflance of the enemy pre- 
1’ented to oppofe their progrcis. 
Major- 
»General Oaird had divided his force for the 
purpofe of clearing the rarnpartn to the right 
and left. 
One divifioa was coiiimandtd by 
Col. Sherebrooke, the other by Lieut. Col. 
Dualop ; the latter 
was difabled in 
the 
breach, but both corps, although 
ftrongly 
oppofed, were completely fuccelsful. 
Rc- 
liilance 
continued 
to be made from the 
palace of Tippoo, 
for lome time after all 
firing had ccafed from the works ; two of 
his foils were there, 
who, on aifurance of 
l’afety, lurrendered to the troops lurround- 
ing them ; and guards were placed for the 
protection of the family, moil of whom were 
m the palace. 


It was foon after reported that Tippoo 
Sultan 
had fallen. 
Syed, Scheb, 
Meer, 
Sadue, Syed, Gofar, and many other ol his 
chiefs, were difo ilain. 
Meafurcs were im­ 
mediately adopted to flop the confuiion at 
fir ft unavoidable in a city ftrongly garrifon- 
ed, crowded with inhabitant's and their pro­ 
perty, in ruin* from the fire of a numerous 
artillery, and t?ken by ailault. 
The Prin­ 
ces were removed to camp. 
It appeared to 
Major. G<m. Baird fo important to afcer- 
tain the fate of the Sultan, that he caufed 
immediate fearch to be made for his body^ 
which, after much difficulty was found late 
in the evening’ in one of the gates, under a 
!jr ap of flain, and fooji after placed in the 
p-lace. 
The corpfe was the next day recog­ 
nized by the famiily, and interred, with the 
honours due to hif rank, in the maufoieuni 
of his father. 


The firength of the fort is fuch, both 
from its natural poiition and the ftupendous 
works by which it is furrounded. that all 
thcexertions of the brave troops who attack­ 
ed it, in whole praifc it is impoflible to fay 
too much) were required to place i l i a 


hands.

Anecdote of Mr* Hunfitfcrorty late Gover* 
nor o f Connecticut, 


In that part of Windham called Scot- 
land, Mr. Huntington was born and educa­ 
ted. 
In the fame place lived Captain J, K . 
t rcfpeflable farmer, poffeffcd of ftrong na­ 
tural powers of mind, and original wit, de« 
cently 
improved by education. 
W hen 
M r. Huntington wai a boy, capt. K . was 
very popular with his townfmen, and often 
filled the higheft offir.ts in their gift. 
H o­ 
ned, induClrious, fcufible and Witty, his 
company was courted, and was geiicraly re- 
fpr(ilcd by his acquaintance. 


Tt happened, however, that %. fcrie» of 
misf(»rtunei overtook him, whi«h prudence 
could neither forf«e nor prevent. 
To ex­ 
tricate himfelf ho was obliged to difpofe of 
his prop.-rty in Scotland. 
After difcharg- 
ing the demands which he voluntarily obli- 
|çed himfdf to pay, he removed to a neigh­ 
bouring town, and being unable to jjurchafe 
rJilted a farm. 


As public empioynuent was what he never 
coveted, he cheerfully and contentedly de­ 
voted himfelf to farming, making himfelf 
ogreeable to his neighbours, without wifti- 
ing to extend ki* acquaintance* 
In this 
tural and obfcüre retreat, captain K . fpent 
the remainder of his days-. 


Mr. Huntington, bred to the law, re- 
imoved from Scotland and conimenced bufi- 
iicfs at Norwich. 
His diftiuguifhed merit 
(bon brought him into public life— he rapid­ 
ly pa (Ted throu i(h the various grades o f of­ 
fice to the PrcücleHcy of Gongreis, and after 
this was cho.fen Governor of the ftate ©f 
Conneo^lcin, and was tnnually elcAed to 
that office till His dcath.^ 


After Mr. Huntington became Gover­ 
nor, he had leifure to attend to his friends, 
v»hich for fome years before, and through 
the whole American war, he feldom £ouid 
enjoy*.
